Antioch Township High school has 
a total enrollment of 213 students 
for the 104445 school year, T. R. 
Birkhead, principal, announces. 

While a majority of the students 
were registered before the close of 
school year last June, 26 new registra- 
tions were received at the school Fri- 
day and Saturday. Some of these 
were freshmen, but a number of them 
were sophomores and upperclassmen 
who had moved into the district. 

The sophomore class is the largest 
this year, with 75 students. The 
freshmen are next with 52, seniors 
third with 50, and juniors last with 
36. 

Makes "Extra" Section 
Because of the unprecedentedly 
large sophomore class, some rear- 
rangement of the school schedule has 
been necessary, Principal Birkhead 
states, in order to make the class up 
into sections of the size believed most 
favorable for teaching purposes. 

It was found necessary to make up 
three sections in sophomore English 
instead of the two originally planned, 
three sections in biology, two in al- 
gebra and two in world history — in 
each case one section more than was 
first planned. 

Provision for a third "home room" 
was also considered , desirable, Birk- 
head states. 

Regular classes at the school will 
start next Wednesday morning. 

On Tuesday, members of the teach- 
ing staff will attend the Lake Coun- 
ty Teachers' institute in Waukegan.
